Four of the men who lost their lives 
n the explosion at the Eckart Pack- 
ing house Thursday morning were laid 
to rest at Lindenwood cemetery Sun- 
day afternoon, and sorrowing throngs 
•whose numbers mounted up into the 
thousands were present to pay the last 
safl tribute of respect to the memory 
of their friends and comrades whose 
lives were snuffed out •without a mo- 
ment's warning. 


Fraternal societies were jprominent 


in the sorrowful demonstration. More 
than 200 men were in the line which 
formed in front of the A. O. U. W. hall 
en East Berry street, headed by the 
Shober First Regiment band, and this 
line was increased fully one-half by 
members of the Tribe of Ben Hur who 
fell in at the rear as the line passed 
Clinton street. Other additions were 
made on West Berry street by belatec 
members of the two orders, and a cou 
servative estimate places the numier 
of men in line as the procession passed 
over the VanBuren street bridge at 
400. 


The entire west end ,of the city, 


where all the victims resided, was 
wrapped in gloom, and all joined in the 
testimonial of sorrow.
